YESTERDAY'S IMPRESSIVE CEREMONE, | s 


The proceedings st yesterday's 
unveiling of the Colony’s mam- 
orial to the men of the Empire 
who fellin the late war were as 
impressive as they could ba, and 
one felt that the solemnity of the 
occasion must have gripped 
the imagination of at! who were 
present, even the Chinese man- 
in-the-atreet. Theres were mo- 
menta, when ‘the bugles played 
that sad reminder of the fallen 
warriors, the Last Post, acd the 
faint answering notes came from 
8 distance, and when the first 
wreath was laid while four rep. 
resentatives of the fighting forces 
of the Empite stood with arma 
reversed, and bowed heads, and 
the whole throng stood in silent 


-tribute to the glorious dead, that 


the whole mezning of it came to 
mind with redoubled force. In the 
background ley « sunny harbour, 
with its thronging craft, be flagged 
shipping, ard busy ferries cross- 
ing to and fro—but one’s thoughts 
erected an imaginary background 
of war, of men facing desth hourly 
in suspense, of rourky days, 
ghastly nights, the mud and blood 
of Flanders, the water-logged tren- 
ches, and “no man’s Iend.” When’ 
the band played the units on to 
the scene,-when the pipes skirled 
forth their stirring motes; when 
the ordsred ranks went marching 
by, one recalled the early days of 
the conflict, the leava-takings, the 
bands, the men going gaily forth, 
and the cheers of a waving 
multitude, while women wept and 
smiled ia turns, and children 
solemnly stood wondering at it 
all; and when the Cenoteph'stood 
unveiled and the bugles eent their 
Mellow. notes into the air while a 
hushed throng stood round, one 
recalled the other sida of the 
Picture, the sacrifices of that grim 
tragedy of a few years ago, and 
one wondered whether the spirits 
of the dead hovered near and 
looked down on this tribute paid 
to their everlasting mamory. 
From well bafore five o'clock, 
those. who had geats in the stands’ 
comraenced to gather, and tho 
scene was a vivid one of striking 
contrasts. The memorial in the 
centre, with its draped Union 
Jack, was the focus for the 
picture—a picture full of life and 
alotost, it seemed, -of joyfuluess, 
but the joyfulness of victory and 
peace. There were ladies in 
scores in their bright toilets, in 
all the ranges of colour. with 
a mediey of prettily-decorated

ANCIENT CARTHAGE. 


The Explorer at Work. 


Tho party of American excara- 
tors who have abtained permis- 
sion to explore the site of anciont 
Carthage in collaboration with 
the Dopartment of Antiquities of 
Tucisa bave now beguc oparas 
tions in earnest, and already 
certain discoveries of interest, 
have been made, writes the Paris 
correspondent of the Times, The 
Tunisian Government has been 
able to davote only modest grants 
tor the purpose of resemrob, but I 
am informed that the Americen 
help promises to assure to the 
patient labours of Pere Dalsttra 
and other French archaeologists 
the rich reward they deserve. . 

From the point of view both of 
history and of architecture the 
po§sibility of revaaliog something 
of ghe lost splondoar of the Punic 
city“of Carthage excites the 
keenest interest. The story af its 
destruction by the Romans in 146 
bc. has hitherto discouraged 
exploration, but the truth is that 
nobcdy knows what treasures 
may be found within the great 
old sea wall whose ruined stones 
lie scattered along the canat. 

The site of the city not only has 
not ben investigated with. any 
completeness, bit it threatens to 
become a modern suturb of Tunis. 
Land is being let and villas built. 
Ground is being dug to provide 
the foundations for new houses, 
but not nece. sarily deep enough 
to reveal whaever remains of the 
‘ancient city may lielower down: 
The wea wall itaelf, witb its pillars, 
many of them fallen but uc- 
broken, might contain lessons in 
the history of military architec- 
ture. ‘ 

Within the city, in spite of 
limited means, the explorers have 
already ‘unearthed sixty five 
buildings, or scattered fragments 
of buildings, sufficiently preserv- 
ed to ba of interest. Among them 
sre the remains of two san- 
ctuarieés. Fine stones bearing 
Punic emblems, which formed 
part of the monuments of the o'd 
circular port, have been collected. 
The potters’ quarter has yielded 
specimans of caramic furnaces 
still almost intact, as well as 
numerous spacimans cf potters.

The Chinese Tenements. 

Asked how the Government 
viewad the complaints made by 
Chinese tenants of demolished 
premises, tha Colonial Secretary 
‘said that the Government, 
through the Hoo, Mr. EB. 
Hallifax, the Secretary for Chi- 
nese Affairs, was making satis- 
factory arrangements for ‘these 
people. He pointed out that they 
gave the authorities a pgrdat 
deal of trouble by not bring- 
ing their grievances forward when 
first told to quit, but usually 
waited until the three months’ 
grace had expired before meking 
any complaints.

COMPOSITE ANIMALS, [GREATER THAN LUXOR — 


-An Austrian Experiment 

with Beetles. 

An Austrian student (saya ‘Mr. 
Roger Pocock in Conquest has 
manufactured composite animals 
out of vary different species by 
the operation of grafting. He 
tock two speciosa of water beatles 
known as Dytisous ands Hydro 
philus, doth of which are 
common in this country. Dy- 
tiscus is a destroyer of the 
fret class and eats every kind 
of water animal it’ can over- 
come. Hydrophilus, an the other 
hand, lives at peace with ‘the 
other inmates and is content 
mainly with a vegetable diet. 
Except that both are beatles, they 
have nothing in common, and I 
do not think I am exaggerating 
when I say that the differences 
between them ia structure and 
habits are comparable to those 
between a wolf and asheep If 
the heads of these beetles ba cut 
off the headless bodies will live 
for a long time in water, but they 
mately bob about aimlessly with- 
out any sense of direction. Their 
vitality, despile the mutilation 
seems to have suggested the idea 


Teking a specimen of each 
species ‘the operator decapitated 


Dstiscus on to the Hydrophilus, 
and vice versa. The cut ends of 
the throat and nervous system 
soon grew together connecting the 
mouth with the rest of the alimen- 


tary tract and the brain with the 
uerve-cord running back into the 
body. The result was very curious. 
The compound beetle. made up of 
the Hrdrophilua body and Dy- 
tiscus bead, was predacious like 
a perfect Dytiscus, and the beetle 
menufactured out of the Dy- 
tiscus body and the Hydrophilus 
head had the habita of Hydro 

phius. Thus the experiment 
showed that-the babits and ins- 
tinsts of these beetles are con- 
trolled by the bervous genglia, or 
brain, lodged in the head: and this 
conclusion was vonfirmed in a re- 
markable way when the head of 
the male Dytiscus was grafted on 
to the body of a female Hydrop- 
hilus, In all essential respects 
compound beetle was a 
femate—so. at least you would

The anonymous donor of £30,- 
000 has saved the Victory from 
falling to pieces at her snchorage 
in Portemouth Harbour, writes 
“B.D.” in the Daily . Chronicle, 
While she still lives the relic- 
hunters bave been busy with her 
body, and in many parts of the 
lcountry you will be shown fucni- 
ture and various objecta of wood 
which bave been mado from part- 
ly defective baulka of timber ex 
tracted during repairs. 

It is seldom that a famous ship 
disappears utterly when she rea- 
ches the -breakers’ yard, though 
no trace remains, I believe, of the 
collier Endeavour, in which Cap- 
tain Cook made hisfamous voyage 
though the Soutb Ses.. 

Drake's tiny ship, The Golden 
Hind, lives on at Oxford in the 
form of a chair made of timber 
broken frooy her when she was 
chopped up at Deptford. 

When the Resolute was sont up 
to the Arctic to look for Sir John 
Franklin she was frozen in and 
abandoned by. her crew. After 
ycars of drift she was borne south 
by a melting floe, and found by 
an American whaler, which took 


herintow, The American Gov- 
ernment refitted her and returoed 
her, to us. 

" RESOLUTE” FURNITURE, 

When she was broken up, after 
lying in the Medway for some 
years, a suite of furniture was 
made from her timbers, and given 
to the President of the United 
States. Several other wooden 
objects were made from her, ard 
are to be found ininns and private 
bouses jn aod around Chatham. 

_After the wreck of the Astrolabe 
and, the Boussole, the two ships 
sent out by the French to explore 
the Pacific after the return of 
Capta:n Cook, bite of their gear

Shih Hwang-Ti began his reign 
in 231 B.C. It was he who weld- 
ed China’s ancient loose federa- 
tion of emall principalities into 
an empire which Imated until a. 
few years ago, when new China 
came into being. . 
During the twenty centuries 
whioh have elapsed since the firss 
emperor's death, Treasure Moun- 
tain has remained inviolate, its 
heart's immense store of jewels | 
and precious metals continnously 
and successfully guarded by the 


‘bones of Shih Hwang-Ti sad the 


bodies of his embalmed favuurities 
arranged in a radiant about the 
head of his sarcophagus. 


DECEIVING THE EVIL SPIRITS. 

Although an able and ouergetio 
ruler, the emperor was very 
superstitious, even for his day and 
his race. 

He feared no man, and was re. 
nowned for bis brave deeds, but” 
he lived in great terror of evil 
spirits, which he believed were 
pursuing him all through life. One 
of his subterfugea ta avoid these 
spirits was to go about dressed ‘az 
a beggar, while he compelled a 
courtier who looked very much 
like bim to wear the imperial 
robes," 

This was.to deceive the evil 


epirite, who, thinking bim a bec- . 


gar, would spare him and turn 
their unwelcome attentions to tha 
poor courtier. He also construc: 
ed an enormous palace containing 
1,000 rooms, and slept in a differ- 
ent room every night, aise to 
throw the spirit off the scent. 

It was this superstition winwh 
was responsible for the great tomb 
aod for the treasure placed iu its 
He believed, as do many Chinese 
to this day, that his happiness in 
the futare life weuld dapend .on 
the security with which hie bedy 
-was butted and tha amount of 
treasure buried with it 

So while 3bih Hwang Ti waa 
collecting taxes and tribate for 
the construction of the Grees 


Wall(one of the seven wonders ~ 


of the world) be was just ay 
energetically collectiog t-easura 
for his tomb, and pushing forward 
the work on it. - 

Just as the Great Wall, - the 
Grand Canal, and his other en- 


terprises were greater than any “ 


the world bad ever seen, 60 was 
via tomb to'be the greasest. end 
the-richest in the history of 
mankind. 


HOW IT Was BUILT. 

Soldiers to the number of 
700,000 helped to bore dawn into 
the mountain until water was 
reached, and there in the-preat 
excavation a firm foundation wos 
\sid, and the sarcophagus Heced 
therein. 

Rare objects and costly jewels 
were collected from the palaces 
and from. the verious officials, 
and were carried, thither and 
stored in huge quantities, 

Artifcers were ordered to 
construct mechanical crossbows 4 
which, if anyone were to enter the, 
tomb, would immediately dis- 
charge their arrows. 

Candles were made from tie 

fat of the manfish (the walrus), 
calculated to last 3,000 years. 
' Natorally no one Enows the 
exact amount of treasure in the 
tomb, but it is known that the 
total is enough to stagger the 
imagination. Butin later years; 
historians searching throug lhe 
proviocial records found macy 
items telling of gold and.siver 
and jewels sent from citiea as a 
contribution. .
